Import Trade Control 
New Delhi, the 8th January, 1853 

SubJECT:- -Establishment of the office of the Deputy Chief Controller of Imports 
and Exports at Cochin, 

No, 6-ITC(PN)/63. — In view of several representations made to the Minister 
for Commerce and Industry, the Government of India have decided to open a 
scpaiate Import-Export Trade Control OIHice at the port of Cochin under a Deputy 
Chief Controller of Imports and Exports and to re-arrange the licensing jurisdiction 
of the port ofllces at Bombay and Madras. 

2. The office of the Deputy Chief Controller of Imports and Exports will begin 
to function at Cochin on 15th January 1953 with licensing jurisdiction over the 
State of Travancore-Cochin and the districts of South Kanara, Malabar and Coim- 
batore of Madras State. 

3. With effect from the same date, the State of Hyderabad will be added to the 
licensing jurisdiction of the Deputy Chief Controller of Imports, Madras by transfer 
from the jurisdiction of the Joint Chief Controller of Imports at Bombay. 

4. In modiflcation of the description regarding jurisdiction of port offices given 
in paragraph 4 of Chapter II of the Import Trade Control Handbook of Rules and 
Procedure, 1952, applications should, after the 15th January 1963, be addressed to 
the Jolnt/Deputy Chief Controller of Imports and Exports, at Calcutta, Bombay, 
Madras and Cochin, depending on where the firm, or In the case of an actual user 
the factory, Is situated, as indicated below: —

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6. Applicant Arms etc. residing in the State of Travancore-Cochin or districts 
of South Kanara, Malabar and Coimbatore of Madras State should, after the Ilith 
January 1953, submit their applications for import licences to the Deputy Chief 
Controller of Imports and Exports, Cochin. Applicants residing in the State of 
Hyderabad are advised to address their applications for import licences to the 
Deputy Chief Controller of Imports at Madras and not to the Joint Chief Controller 
of Imports at Bombay. 

6. Arrangements are being made for the transfer of 

(i) all pending applications relating to the State of Travancore-Cochin and 

the districts of South Kanara, Malabar and Coimbatore of Madras 
State from the port office at Madras to the port office at Cochin; and 

(ii) of all pending applications relating to the State of Hyderabad for import 

licences for the period January-June 1963 from the port office at 
Bombay to the port office at Madras, Applications relating to the 
previous hcenslM periods wlU however continue to be dealt with by 
the Joint Chief Controller of Imports, Bombay, 

7. Applicants for licences for export from the ports situated In the State of 
Travancore-Cochin and the districts of South Kanara, Malabar and Coimbatore of 
Madras State should, after the 15th January 1953, submit their applications to the 
Deputy Chief Controller of Exports, Cochin and not to the Deputy Chief Controller 
of Exports, Madras.
